W ashington, Aug. 14.— The annua 


postoffice appropriation bill passed th* 
senate at the end of two days’ shari 
fighting over provisions relating to i 
parcels post, good roads improvement 
and the affiliation of postal employes 
with labor organizations. 
As it goes back to the house it con 
tains some restrictions upon the right 
of postal * mployes to join outside or 
ganizations; and an entirely new par 
eels post system, based on the zone 
plan, with varying rates for varying 
distances. 
The measure w ill go into conference 
with many important differ* noes re 
maining to Pe settled.

vided that no employe of the post.* 
service should be subject to reduction 
or rem oval for joining an organlzatior 
having for its object improvements ir 
conditions of labor or compensation.

Eloped With a WThite Woman From 
Washington and Brought Her to 
His Wigwam 


The Little Falls Transcript pub­ 
lishes the following in connection 
with the story of the m urder of Hole- 
in-the-day in this county m any years 
ago, and in contradiction to the Ash­ 
land story just given to the public: 
“ The story given out from Ashland, 
Wis., said to have been obtained from 
an old Indian, and bearing on the 
m urder of Chief Hole-in-the-day is 
not borne out in the history of Hie 
killing as given in the History of the 
Upper Mssiasippi Valley. 
The Wis­ 
consin story was to the effect that 
the m urder was instigated by early 
white residents of this section. His­ 
tory claims the m urder was the re­ 
sult of an Indian’s desire to “ get 
even." 
We give below the view tak ­ 
en by historians: 
On the l i t h of May. 1810, with 
two or three associates, 
he 
came 
down to the cave in Hie western sub­ 
urbs of St. Paul, crossed the river in 
a canoe, and m eeting some Sioux 
from Kaposia, killed and scalped one 
of them. 
The St. Paul Pioneer of 
the 23rd of May has the following 
paragraph: 
*-v gentlem an just down 
from Fort Gaines (afterw ards called 
Ripley) says th at on his way down he 
met the Chippewa chief. Hole-in-the- 
day, with the scalp 
of the 
young 
Sioux Indian which the brave took 
last week in this neighborhood, di­ 
vided into quarters. 
He was in fine 
feather. 
At n ig h t he and his fol­ 
lowers had a scalp dance, 
in his de­ 
scent on the Sioux, in the short space 
of tw enty-four 
hours 
he 
marched 
eighty miles, committed the m urder 
and started home again. 
About the time of the close of the, 
war he happened to be in W ashington j 
on business and by his boldness and 
vanity impressed a servant girl of the ) 
National hotel, where 
he 
stopped. ; 
The girl went to her sister's, in tile 
suburbs of W ashington, and obtained 
a Saratoga trunk which belonged to 
her, and told her sister th a t she was 
going with a lady to the sea-side. 
The next day a sensational p ara­ 
graph appeared, 
m entioning 
that 
Hole-in-the-day, a w ealthy Chippewa 
chief, had m arried a w hite girl. She, 
however, eloped with him, and he 


In the afternoon of the 27th of 
June, in company with another In­ 
dian, he left his home in a one-horse 
buggy for tile Chippewa agency, and 
from thence to Frow Wing. 
Some 
Chippewas from Leech lake, not long 
after he left, came to the agency, and 
finding that Hole-in-the-day had gone 
to Frow Wing, they secreted th em ­ 
selves in a copse, near the road by 
w hich he would return.
